He pleaded guilty, was given a suspended 
sentence, placed on probation and fined $2, 000. In February, 1965, 
he was indicted by a gi-and jury in Los Angeles County, California, for 
criminal libel for printing that Senator Thomas H. Kuchel (R-California) / 
had been arrested in 1950 for homosexual activities. He was convicted, 
fined $500 and placed on probation after pleading "no contest" to the 
charge.
